meat is obtained entirely without grain 
f any kind, but on a bean vulgarly 
kn -wn a “sow beans.” 

The custom “there is to confine hogs 
after they get their growth, in a pen 
kept scrupniocusly clean and 80 small 
as to permit of very little exercise, 
where they are fed a half dozen times 
a day on mush, made of sour milk and 
beans, 

These beans must be very different 
from any grown in this country, for 
the common article is almost worthless 
fur fattening purposes, and men in the 
business can hardly be induced to buy 
at any price. In times when the mar- 
ket has been over-stocked, experi- 
ments have been made for using them 
for feed, but with no satisfactory re- 
sults. With the Westphalia bean, 
however, the case is entirely different. 
It may be that it is of a different nature 
and indeed it has ouly the appear- 
ance of a bean in the berry. 
The leaves look more like those of the 
cabbage plant, and the seed is not 
carried upon the end of the stein, but 
remains buried on the ground; it is 
large and brown with vellow spots. 
The vine grows a couple of feet high, 
and, unlike most of its kind, with- 
stands considerable frost, more than 
the potato. It is planted in March 
and ripens in August. The seed is 
sOWNn ID every second furrow as the 
ground is plowed. Carrot seed is sown 
over it and harrowed in. In August 
the beans are pulled and stacked ; later 
they are thrashed out and ground into 
a coarse meal. When the hows are 
put up to fatten they are fed on carrots 
for a while and then are given a mush 
as described above; sometimes buck- 
wheat is used to mix with the bean 
meal to make the mush. In curiny, 
the hams are given much more time 
and care than is common in this coun- 
try. About two months are consumed 
in the process, instead of two or three 
days, as in many large establishments

the nature of alfalfa and its uses. | 
am informed that the so-called *‘ sow 
bean,”’ which is used in Westphalia, 
as been tried to some extent in this 
country, but has been found to be 
troubled with mildew, and could not 
ve successfully grown. The sow bean 
(viscia fava), also known as flat wind- 
sur, is wot Ouly grown extensively in 
Wesphalia, but over a large part of 
Germany and Austria, and also grown 
in parts of England. But, so far as | 
am able to ascertain, attempts to 
raise it in the Eastern States have not 
proven very successful. 

There is grown in Dakota a black, 
bullesa barley, which might grow in 
vour locality, and would be excellent 
foud for swine. Ancther crop upon 
which swine could be raised is peas 
and oats sown toyether.

CATCHING CONVICTS.

inspiring bloodhbounds. Since the war 
the bloodbounds in the South bave been 
trained to chase escaped convicts. 
Every few days newspapers al! over the 


| country publish telegrams from some | 


Southern city giving an account of the 
escape of a convict and his capture by 
the aid of blcodhounds. 

Those convict-catching bloodhounds 
arcamyth. There are nosuch dogs in this 
section of the country. The dogs used 
in trailing escaped prisoners are small 
fox hounds, a very insignificant and 
harmiess animal. 

At Pratt Mines, five miles from this 
city, there are twelve bundred convicts, 
leased by the State to the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Company, writes a 
Birmingham (Ala) correspondent of 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. The 
company is responsible for tho safe- 
keeping of the convicts. and is required 
to pay the State a rood round sum for 
every long-term man who escapes. 

To capture those who escape the com- 
nany keeps a large pack of bounds. 
These dogs are small red fox hounds. A 
few of them are spotted, but the major- 
ity are a solid, dull red color. They 
are small, slender-limbed animals, c1pa- 
ble of fair speed and endurance, and they 
can without difficulty follow a trail five 
to eight hours old. 

The dogs at Pratt Mines have for 
years been in charge of Nf. Il. Crosswell. 
They are kept in a large stockade a 
short distance from the prison, and 
never taken outside the inclosure ex- 
cept when wanted to trail escaped con- 
victs. In appearance these hounds are 
as Ivy and cowardly as any “yaller 
dog” in existence, but when once they 

‘ the trail of a convict they become 
all iife and animation. From puppy- 
hood these dogs have been taught to 
follow nothing but the trail of men. 
They are never allowed to hunt game of 
any kind, and would pass over the trail 
of fox or deer without notice. 

To get the dogs on the right trail 
acoat or hat belonging to tho escaped 
eonvict is obtained if possible and 
held to the nose of each dog, while 
Trainer Crosswell by signs makes 
them understand that is the scent 
they are expected to follow. They are 
then taken to the point where the con- 
vict made his escape from the mine or 
prison, or to the place where be was 
last seen. The moment they scent the 
trail they recognize it and give a sharp 
yelp. Their lashes are then slipped off, 
they are told to go and the race begins. 
Guards on horses follow close behind 
Trainer Crosswell, who rides a fleet 
horse and keeps right with the dogs. 
A8& S00N as the trail 18 Struck the Daying 
of the hounds begins and the music they 
make would stir the blood in any old 
hunter's veins. The dogs follow closely 
at first. but as the trail grows warmer 
they increase their pace. The fleeing 
convict may run through a crowded 
street. double on his track, enter houses 
and mingle with crowds of people, but 
he can not dodge the yelping pack of 
' red dogs on his trail. There is only one 
chance to escape them, and that is un- 
eertain if they are close behind. By 
taking to water the dogs can be torown 
off the trail. If the convict can reach a 
smell creek and wade through the water 
in the middle of the stream several 
miles he may be able to escape the keen- 
scented pursuers. They can not follow 
him in the water. If the dugs are close 
bchind this plan will fail, because the 
guards separate the dogs and follow 
both banks of the creek. often a distance 
of several miles, in the hope of striking 
the trail again. 

Trainer Crosswell is proud of his dogs. 
Once fairly started on a trail they never 
lose it unless thrown off the scent by a 
hard rain-or the convict taking to water. 
They have trailed men through the 
principal streets of this city where 
tL otisunds had passed over the trail and 
finally run the fugitive down. They 
never make a mistake. If they are 
started on the right trail they follow it 
to the end. When several convicts 
escape together and separate in the 
woods when pursued the dogs are 
divided and the separate trails all fol- 
lowed. 

Tho harrowing stories told in novels 
of mon being torn to pieces by blood- 
hounds have no foundation. When tho 
dugs overtake an escaped prisoner thoy 
make no effort to attack him, but 
simply circle around while their deep- 
mouth-baying tells the guards the game 
bas been run down. As soon as the 
guards come up and secure the prisoner 
the hounds immediately relapse into 
that state of lazy indifference which 
characterized them before the opening 
of the long chase. 

On several occasions these dogs have 
done good service in trailing down mur- 
derers and burglars. Trainer Crosswell 
says be can take any ordinary fox-hound 
when young and teach it to trail men. 
It is entirely a matter of education and 
not of breed.
